G.S.R. 201.—Whereas the draft regulations further to amend ftie Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 were published, 
as required by Sub-section (1) of S«;tian 31 of tte Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), in Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) 
of the Gazette of India dated the 15th April, 2006, vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry (Department of Industrial Policy and Promotion) (Central Boilers Board), number G.S.R. 81, dated the 10th 
April, 2006 for inviting objections and suggestions fi-om all persons likely to be affected thereby till die ejqpiry of the period 
of forty-five days from the date on which the copies of the said Gazette notification were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on the 4th May, 2006; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been received within the specified period in respect of the 
amendments contained in this notification; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923, the Central 
Boilers Board hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, nameley:— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Second Amendment) Regulations, 2006. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter referred to as the said regulations), in regulation 4, in clause 
(c), after sub-clause (vi), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(vii) For such boilers having a capacity of 20 Tons per hour and above which are required to be assembled at 
site, the mountings may be supplied separately. All boilers of capacity less than 20 Tons per hour shall carry all the 
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mountings or fittings certificates in respective forms witii details mentioned in Form III, issued at the time of manu&cture 
of boilers.”; 

3. In the said regulations, in r^;ulatiQn 4D, for the words “diree yeam”^ the words years” shall be substituted. 

4. In the said regulations, in regulation 154, in sub-clause (i) of clause (a), the following Note shall be inserted at 
the end, namely:— 

“Note : For Carbon Steel material having a maximum Carbon content of 0.25%, the Post held Heat Treatment 
requirement for tubes welded to Header is not mandatory ^en all toe following conditions are fiilfiUed, namely:— 

(a) The outer diameter (OD) of tubes is not nmre toan 51 MM; 

(b) The outer diameter of toe Header is not more than 219.1 MM; 

(c) ITie Header thickness is not mme than 13 MM; 

(d) A minimum pre-heat of 100 ^ is aj^tiecL”; 

5. In the said regulations, for regulation 166, toe following regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Internal doors:— Internal doors shall be of wrou^ isteel in accordance with Chapter U and constructed in 
accordance with the following:— 

(a) doors shall be formed to fit closely to toe internal joint surface and toould be fitted wito studs, nuts and 
crossbars; 

(b) doors for circular opening larger toan 250mm or elliptical/rectan^lar opening laiger toan 250niin ^ 175mm 
shall have two stu^ but for (q>enmg of 250iimix 170mm or less only one stud may be fitted. Doors for 
opening not larger toan 123mmx90mm may have toe stud forged integrally wito door; 

(c) doors studs shall be of welding quality steel having a minimum specified tmsile strength of not less than 

360N/mm^ and those for manholes shall be not less toan SOmrn;

Bolts and nuts shall be machined where in contect widi the daises and die joints should be form^ 
inside and outside the pitch line or pitch circle of the bolts to preclude the possibility of flange distortion. Cover plates shall 
be dished outwards to a depdi of approximately one-eighth of the internal diameter of the fiame. 

All edges shall be machined or flame-cut by machine (See Regulation 541). 

Forms ormanhole fratnes and attachments are shown in Figures XlI/52,'XII/53, xn/54, xn/55 andXII/56.”;

*‘SS4A. “Internal doors:—^Internal do<»s shall be of wrou^ steel in acccndance with Chapter n and constructed 
in accordance widi the following: 

(a) doors shall be fonned to dt closely to the internal joint surtece and ^ould be fitted with studs, nuts and 
crossbars; 

(b) doors for circular opening larger than 25(hnm or ellq>tical/rectangularopaiiiiglarg^ than250mm x 175mm 
shall have two stu^ but for opraiing of 250mm ^ 170mm, or less mily one stud mity be fitted. Doors for 
opening not larger than 123mm x 90mm may have the stud forged integrally with door; 

(c) doors studs shall be of welding quality steel having a minimum specified tensile strength of not less than 
360N/mnF and tlK>se for manholes sb^ be not less than 30mm;
